SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording, Not Stated in English / My Son ... Aaron / Untitled otherwise 
known as Rubber Slave and Tattooed Master/ My Son ... Aaron / The Making of a 
Slave, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication contains scenes of sadomasochistic sexual activity throughout. Firstly, 
the publication promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to compel a 
person to submit to sexual conduct. In the component entitled Not Stated in English 
(otherwise known as Rubber Slave and Tattooed Master) a male is kidnapped by 
another male and coerced into submitting to sadomasochistic sexual activity. The male 
does not appear to consent to the activity. 

Secondly, the video recording promotes and supports acts of extreme cruelty by 
presenting explicit and titillating images of a male being severely whipped, clothes 
pegs being clamped onto a male’s nipples and being pulled off roughly, a male’s penis 
being whipped, hot candle wax being dripped onto a man’s chest and a male being 
beaten with a paddle until the man screams and yells “no”. 

Thirdly, the video recording promotes and supports the use of urine in association with 
degrading and dehumanising conduct and sexual conduct. The component in the 
video recording Not Stated In English contains depictions of a man urinating over a 
bound man, and urinating into a bowl into which he then pushes the man’s head. 

Consideration was given to si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, and 
whether excisions would affect the classification. However, the entire video recording 
also contains depictions of dehumanising and degrading sexual conduct which 
degrades and dehumanises the participants, and depictions of physical activity in 
which sexual satisfaction is derived from inflicting or suffering pain. These depictions 
are sustained throughout the feature in such a manner that excisions would be 
inappropriate. 
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
